Dl and D2 reveal methods for handling call setup requests from 
an A party to a B party. In Dl, considered as the closest 
prior art document, the B party maintains multiple 
simultaneous caller groups, (Dl: p. 9 lines 1-2; p. 11 lines 8- 
11), multiple simultaneous profiles, (Dl: p. 8 line 30-p.9 line 
2), and multiple simultaneous redirection settings, (Dl: p. 3 
lines 19-21; p. 4 lines 2-7). 

Dl does not mention that a current B party profile is 
indicated after a change of reachability in the profile in 
question. Nor does Dl disclose how caller groups, profiles and 
redirection settings are associated in multiple associations. 

Document D2 reveals a method for managing reachability 
profiles, which involves updating of profiles and a 
reachability server, (p. 6 lines 20-21; fig.2&3; claims 1-20) . 
The method in D2 implements a user- configurable conditional 
call answering/redirection mechanism. 

D3 discloses a method for operating a telecommunications 
server in wide area computer networks. The document mentions 
virtual telephone numbers, (paragraphs 0038-0039) , conference 
calls, (paragraph 0040), chatting, (paragraph 0006), etc.
